THE  MAN  FROM  CON¬ 
GRESS  .  .  .  The  bill  on  the 
floor  of  the  House  was  to  app¬ 
ropriate  $10,000  for  the  bene¬ 
fit  of  a  widow  of  a  disting¬ 
uished  naval  officer.  The  maj¬ 
ority  of  the  members  had  spo¬ 
ken  In  favor  of  it.  The  Speaker 
of  the  House  was  ready  to  call 
for  a  vote  when  the  Congress¬ 
man  from  Tennessee  rose  to 
speak. 

“Mr.  Speaker,  I  have  as 
much  respect  for  the  memory 
of  the  deceased,  and  as  much 
sympathy  for  the  sufferings  of 
the  living  ...  as  any  man  In 
this  House,’’  he  began,  “but 
we  must  not  permit  our  respect 
for  the  dead  or  our  sympathy 
for  a  part  of  the  living  to  lead 
us  Into  an  act  of  Injustice  to  the 
balance  of  the  living. 

“I  will  not  go  Into  an  argu¬ 
ment  to  prove thatCongress has 
no  power  to  appropriate  this 
money  as  an  act  of  charity. 
Every  member  upon  this  floor 
knows  It.  We  have  the  right, 
as  Individuals,  to  give  away  as 
much  of  our  own  money  as  we 
please  In  charity;  but  as  mem¬ 
bers  of  Congress  we  have  no 
right  so  to  appropriate  a  dollar 
of  the  public  money  .  .  . 

IS  IT  A  DEBT? 

“The  deceased  lived  long 
after  the  close  of  the  war  .  .  . 
and  I  have  never  heard  that  the 
government  was  In  arrears  to 
him.  This  government  can  owe 
no  debts  but  for  services  ren¬ 
dered,  and  at  a  stipulated  price. 
If  it  Is  a  debt ,  how  much  is  it? 
Has  It  been  audited,  and  the 
amount  due  ascertained?  If  It 
Is  a  debt,  this  is  not  the  place 
to  present  It  for  payment,  or 
to  have  its  merits  .examined 
.  .  .  Every  man  In  this  House 
knows  It  is  not  a  debt.  We  have 
not  the  semblance  of  authority 
to  appropriate  It  as  a  charity . . . 


“I  have  said  we  have  the 
right  to  give  as  much  money  of 
our  own  as  we  please.  I  am  the 
poorest  man  on  this  floor,  I 
cannot  vote  for  this  bill,  but  I 
will  give  one  week’s  pay  to  the 
object,  and  If  every  member  of 
Congress  will  do  the  same,  It 
will  amount  to  more  than  the  bill 
asks,” 

BILL  DEFEATED 

The  bill  was  put  up  for  pass¬ 
age  and  was  defeated.  The  next 
day,  a  shocked  friend  asked  the 
Congressman  why  he  was  ag¬ 
ainst  so  worthy  a  cause.  The 
Congressman  told  of  an  ex¬ 
perience  several  years  earlier 
when  he  voted  to  give  $20,000 
to  victims  of  a  fire  In  George¬ 
town.  When  he  went  back  home 
to  campaign  the  next  summer, 
he  met  a  farmer  who  said  he 
would  not  vote  for  him  because 
of  his  support  of  the  $20,000 
bill. 

When  asked  his  reason,  the 
farmer  explained  that  since  the 
Congressman’s  understanding 
of  the  Constitution  was  different 
from  his,  he  could  not  overlook 
it,  “because  the  Constitution, 
to  be  worth  anything,”  he  said, 
“must  be  held  sacred,  and  rig¬ 
idly  observed  In  all  its  pro¬ 
visions.”  He  added  that  “the 
man  who  wields  power  and  mis¬ 
interprets  it  is  the  more  dan¬ 
gerous  the  more  honest  he  Is.”.

replied.  “I  a  m  sure  if  you  had 
been  there,  you  would  have  done 
as  I  did.” 

The  farmer  said  it  was  not 
the  money  but  the  principle 
that  mattered.  He  said  the  gov¬ 
ernment  ought  to  have  in  the 
Treasury  “no  more  than  enough 
for  its  legitimate  purposes.  The 
power  of  collecting  and  dis¬ 
bursing  money  at  pleasure  is  the 
most  dangerous  power  that  can 
be  entrusted  to  man,  parti¬ 
cularly  under  the  system  of 
collecting  revenue  by  a  tariff, 
which  reaches  every  man  in  the 
country,  no  matter  how  poor  he 
maybe.” 

Pointing  out  that  the  Cong¬ 
ressman  could  have  given  $20 
million  as  easily  as  $20  thou- 
and,  the  farmer  continued: 

OPENS  DOOR 
FOR  FRAUD! 

"You  will  very  easily  per¬ 
ceive  what  a  wide  door  this  could 
open  for  fraud  and  corruption 
and  favoritism,  on  the  one  hand, 
and  for  robbing  the  people  on 
the  other.” 

Later,  at  a  community  bar¬ 
becue  in  the  same  town,  the 
Congressman  promised  the 
people  he  would  adhere  more

strictly  to  the  Constitution  in 
the  future.  And  that  is  why,  he 
told  his  friend,  he  voted  ag¬ 
ainst  $10,00  0  for  the  widow. 

“You  remember  I  promised 
to  give  a  week’s  pay,”  he  con¬ 
cluded.  “There  are  In  that 
House  many  very  wealthy  men 
—  men  who  think  nothing  of 

spending  a  week’s  pay,  or  a 
dozon  of  them,  for  a  dinner  or 
a  wine  party  when  they  have 
something  to  accomplish  by  It. 
Some  of  those  same  men  made 
beautiful  speeches  upon  the 
great  debt  of  gratitude  which  the 
country  owed  the  deceased  .  .  . 
and  the  insignificance  and 
worthlessness  of  money  .  .  . 
when  weighed  against  the  honor 
of  the  nation.  Yet  not  one  of 
them  responded  to  my  proposi¬ 
tion.  Money  with  them  is  nothing 
but  trash  when  it  is  to  come  out 
of  the  people.  But  it  is  the  one 
great  thing  for  which  most  of 
them  are  striving.  And  many 
of  them  sacrifice  honor,  inte¬ 
grity  and  justice  to  obtain  It.” 

That  Congressman  was  the 
famous  David  (Davy)  Crockett 
who  served  in  our  Congress 
1827-1835,  and  In  the  next  year 
lost  his  life  at  the  Alamo.  And 
the  giveaway  programs  today 
have  opened  the  door  wide!
